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Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  my  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
I have  the  honour  to  present  the  usual  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  general  condition  of  your  District  for  1911. 

The  various  sections  will  be  found  arranged  in  a similar 
manner  to  those  in  previous  Annual  Reports.  This  uniformity 
facilitating  reference  and  comparison  by  yourselves  and  the  other 
Authorities,  to  whom  it  is  obligatory  that  copies  should  be  sent. 

Embodied  in  the  Report  are  the  usual  statistical  tables, 
together  with  the  number  and  causes  of  the  registered  deaths, 
the  number  of  births,  the  cases  of  infectious  disease  which  have 
been  notified,  and  the  methods  taken  where  necessary,  to  prevent 
their  dissemination. 

There  will  also  be  found  a brief  description  of  the  system 
of  sewage  disposal  adopted  in  the  District,  and  of  the  new  sewage 
works  which  are  now  nearing  completion ; the  character  and 
sufficiency  of  the  water  supply  with  its  qualitative  analysis,  and 
any  other  matters  of  interest  from  a sanitary  point  of  view 
which  have  come  to  your  notice. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  in  the  compilation  of  the  five 
tables,  which  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  Report,  and  with 
the  account  of  the  work  done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
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Table  1 — Shows  the  vital  statistics  of  the  whole  District  during 
1911,  and  the  previous  five  years.

1.  GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION 
OF  DISTRICT. 

The  Census  which  was  taken  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter 
of  1911  showed  the  population  to  be  2,170  persons.  At  the 
Census  of  1901  the  population  was  1,883  persons,  there  being 
an  increase  of  287  during  the  ten  years.  For  the  purpose  of 
this  Report,  the  population  is  assumed  to  be  2,177. 

The  total  number  of  registered  deaths  was  twenty,  ten  males 
and  ten  females,  producing  a death-rate  of  9*1  per  1,000  as  com- 
pared with  15*4  in  1910.  This  is  a very  low  death-rate.

The  Zymotic  Death-Rate. — This  is  a term  used  to  denote 
the  number  of  deaths  per  1,000  population  caused  by  any  of 
the  “Seven  Principal  Zymotic  Diseases,”  these  being  Smallpox, 
Measles,  Scarlatina,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Fever  (Typhus 
and  Typhoid)  and  Diarrhoea.  One  death  was  registered  during 
the  year,  the  victim  being  a child  aged  four  months,  from 
Diarrhoea;  the  Zymotic  death-rate  therefore  being  *45  per  1,000. 
This  case  occurred  in  September  and  it  has  long  been  known 
that  Diarrhoea  is  often  most  prevalent  during  the  latter  part  of 
August  and  the  beginning  of  September.  We  must  be  thankful 
that  there  were  no  other  deaths  from  this  cause  after  such 
an  abnormally  rainless  and  hot  summer  with  the  concomitant 
danger  from  flies,  dust,  etc. 

Infant  Mortality. — Is  the  number  of  children  in  a com- 
munity dying  under  the  age  of  twelve  months,  and  for  the  sake 
of  uniformity  estimated  at  per  1,000  births.  Four  children  died 
last  year  (two  from  premature  birth)  producing  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  90*9. 
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Births. — During  the  year  44  births  were  registered,  19  males 
and  25  females,  giving  a birth-rate  of  20'2.  This  is  the  largest 
number  of  births  registered  since  I was  appointed  Medical 
Officer  to  your  Council.

A comparison  of  this  table  with  the  corresponding  one  for 
1910  shows  that  there  has  been  no  death  from  Diabetes.  The 
mortality  from  Heart  Disease  is  about  the  same ; that  from 
Cancer  has  slightly  risen.  The  “ Cerebral  ” cases  remain  the 
same  in  number  as  the  previous  year,  and  for  the  seventh  year 
in  succession  there  has  been  no  death  from  any  of  the  Notifiable 
Infectious  Diseases.  It  will  also  be  noticed  that  there  has  been 
no  death  from  Pulmonary  Consumption. 

II.  AREA  AND  DENSITY  OF  POPULATION. 

The  total  area  of  the  District  is  840  acres,  and  the  number  of 
persons  per  acre  is  2*5.  The  approximate  number  of  inhabited 
houses  is  554,  and  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house  3‘9. 

III.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  which  supplies  the  District  is  obtained  from  two 
sources,  Kersbrook  and  Sherbrook,  and  the  report  of  their  Analysis 
by  the  Public  Analyst  shows  no  sign  of  their  deterioration  from  the 
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high  standard  of  purity  which  they  have  always  enjoyed.  The 
quantity  of  water  available  has  been  quite  equal  to  the  needs  of  the 
District,  in  spite  of  the  abnormally  hot  and  rainless  summer, 
and  no  complaints  about  either  the  quantity  or  quality  of  the  water 
have  reached  me.

Refering  to  the  Kersbrook  water,  the  Analyst  Report  states  : 
“ This  water  continues  to  exhibit  the  high  degree  of  organic  purity 
which  has  been  always  such  a notable  feature  in  its  character. 
The  natural  constituents  and  the  amount  of  hardness  show  no 
alteration.” 

As  regards  the  Sherhrook  supply,  the  Report  goes  on  to  say  : 
“The  last  analyses  in  February,  1911,  showed  differences  from 
former  analysis  indicating  a difference  in  origin  as  to  a part  of  the 
supply.  This  difference  which  was  attributable  to  the  effect  of 
climatic  conditions  on  the  strength  of  the  springs  has  now 
disappeared,  and  the  original  character  of  the  water  is  restored. 
Its  purity  has  not  been  adversely  affeeted  and  continues 
satisfactory.” 
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Under  the  supervision  of  the  Surveyor  accidental  or  wilful  waste 
has  been  prevented  as  far  as  possible  by  the  periodical  inspection 
of  taps,  pipes,  etc. 


IV.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

During  1911  the  District  was  entirely  free  from  Scarlatina, 
Enteric  Fever  and  Diphtheria.  The  immunity  from  Enteric  Fever 
dates  back  to  1904,  and  even  in  that  case  the  disease  was  contracted 
elsewhere,  as  were  the  two  cases  removed  to  the  Cottage  Hospital 
last  year.  The  absence  of  this  disease  from  your  District  is  a fact 
for  which  we  cannot  be  too  thankful  and  will  doubtless  influence 
people  contemplating  Budleigh  Salterton  as  a place  of  residence. 

Erysipelas. — One  case  notified,  not  severe,  in  an  elderly 
person. 

Chicken  pox. — Three  cases. 

Puerperal  Fever. — One  case,  which  was  removed  to  Hospital, 
and  unfortunately  proved  fatal.  The  house  in  which  this  case  arose 
presented  several  sanitary  defects  and  on  my  recommendation 
steps  have  been  taken  to  remedy  them. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. — One  case  notified.  It  is  only  fair  to 
state  that  this  case  did  not  originate  in  your  District,  but  was 
imported  from  without  when  in  the  convalescent  stage.  As  you 
are  doubtless  aware  this  disease  has  recently  attracted  a great 
amount  of  attention  at  the  hands  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
and  a good  many  cases  have  been  reported  in  Devon  and  Cornwall, 
some  of  them  being  rapidly  fatal.  The  exact  cause  of  its  origin 
and  its  mode  of  infectivity  are  not  as  yet  definitely  known,  although 
evidence  as  to  its  powers  of  infection  are  not  wanting.  An  attack 
of  this  disease  is  a common  cause  of  Infantile  Paralysis,  which 
leaves  a wasted  limb  in  adult  life.  With  the  approval  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  your  Council  has  made  this  disease  notifiable 
for  a limited  period. 
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Typhoid. — There  has  been  no  case  of  this  disease  arising  in 
your  District,  since  1904.  This  is  a fact  well  worth  repeating,  and 
is  an  excellent  advertisement  for  the  town.  I only  hope  the 
immunity  will  long  continue. 

Upon  being  notified  of  the  presence  of  any  Infectious  Disease 
the  officials  of  your  Sanitary  Department  immediately  visit  the 
premises  and  take  what  steps  are  indicated  for  the  prevention  of 
dissemination.  These  preventive  measures  are  set  out  in  detail  on 
page  7 (1909  Report),  and  in  addition,  a fresh  supply  of  Antitoxin 
is  provided  and  stored  at  a convenient  place  in  the  District  for 
use  in  actual  or  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria.  It  is  undeniable 
that  a great  reduction  in  the  mortality  from  this  dreaded  disease 
has  taken  place  since  the  introduction  of  this  method  of  treatment. 

The  agreement  with  the  Authorities  of  the  Exeter  Sanatorium 
to  admit  patients  to  that  Institution  for  a sum  of  25/-  per  week 
works  well  and  the  benefits  afforded  by  an  Isolation  Hospital  are 
very  cheaply  obtained. 

Milk  Supply. — It  is  incumbent  on  every  Sanitary  Authority 
to  safeguard  the  storage  and  distribution  of  milk  as  far  as  possible. 
This  has  been  done  in  your  District  by  means  of  periodical  inspection 
of  all  Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milk  Shops.  The  condition  of  some 
of  the  Cowsheds  is  far  from  sanitary,  one  of  them  being  a 
dilapidated  lean-to  shed,  adjoining  a dwelling  house.  In  addition, 
this  Cowshed  is  surrounded  by  dwellings,  and  it  will  be  for  you  to 
say  whether,  in  comformity  with  the  ordinary  rules  of  sanitation, 
it  would  not  be  advantageous  to  remove  this  shed  to  some  other 
site  more  remote  from  human  habitations. 


V.  CONDITION  OF  MOUSES  IN  YOUR  DISTRICT. 

There  is  still  urgent  need  for  a number  of  dwellings,  of 
moderate  rental,  suitable  for  the  artisan  class.  This  scarcity  in 
your  District  is  more  apparent  when  it  is  remembered  that  a 
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recent  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  renders  the  inspection 
of  houses  compulsory,  and  closure  of  houses  certified  as  unfit  for 
human  habitation  obligatory.  In  some  cases  it  will  be  evident  that 
tenants  may  suffer  quite  undeserved  hardship  by  having  to  leave 
their  homes  without  suitably  rented  houses  being  provided  for  their 
reception.  I understand  that  a private  individual  has  purchased  a 
site  of  two  acres  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  erect  40  cottages  at  a 
rental  of  £8  per  annually.  There  are  difficulties  in  the  way, 
perhaps,  which  are  not  insurmountable  (I  am  now  alluding  to  the 
Bye  Laws)  and  it  will  be  for  you  to  determine  what  shall  be  done 
in  the  matter.  In  any  case  it  appears  to  be  impossible  for  builders 
to  erect  dwellings  suitable  for  the  class  of  tenant  indicated  in 
conformity  with  the  Bye-Laws  and  returning  a fair  rate  of  interest  on 
their  outlay.  And  as  builders  are  not,  and  cannot  be  expected  to  be, 
philanthropists,  the  scarcity  of  cheap  dwellings  is  easily  explained. 
I trust  that  the  contemplated  scheme  may  soon  become  an 
accomplished  fact,  especially  as  there  are  undoubted  cases  of 
overcrowding  in  the  District  which  are,  however,  often  very 
difficult  to  locate. 

VI.  SEWERAGE  AND  SCAVENGING. 

After  much  discussion  and  the  consideration  of  several  schemes 
a loan  of  £10,000  was  authorised  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
(after  public  enquiry  held  in  1910)  for  the  construction  of  a system 
of  sewage  disposal.  Messrs.  Strachan  & Weeks,  Civil  Engineers, 
were  entrusted  with  the  planning  of  the  scheme,  and  work  was 
commenced  in  June,  1911.  Some  delay  was  caused  at  the 
beginning  owing  to  the  non-delivery  of  iron  pipes,  and  this 
compelled  the  contractor  to  leave  the  part  in  the  river  until  Autumn, 
when  strong  gales  and  other  adverse  weather  caused  further  delay. 
A bank  of  shingle  was  thrown  up  by  the  sea  across  the  mouth  of 
the  river  and  this  was  not  washed  away  for  several  months.  At 
present  all  the  Knowle  Section  is  complete,  also  Queen  Street  and 
most  of  the  syphon  under  the  river,  leaving  Granary  Lane  and 
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Budleigh  Road  in  hand.  The  tunnel  under  the  Cliff  is  bored  through 
and  when  lined  will  be  finished.  The  whole  of  the  work  will 
probably  be  completed  before  the  season  commences.  The  scheme 
is  a large  and  costly  one,  but  the  need  for  a proper  system  of 
sewage  disposal  was  an  old-standing  one  and  had  recently  become 
urgent,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  nuisance  of  the 
discharge  near  the  fore-shore,  which  admittedly  existed,  will  be 
abolished  and  at  the  same  time  two  portions  of  the  District  which 
were  without  any  system  of  Sewage  disposal  will  be  efficiently 
served. 

House  refuse  is  removed  twice  weekly  in  the  town  and  once 
weekly  in  the  outlying  parts,  excepting  in  the  summer,  when  there 
is  a bi-weekly  collection  in  the  latter  parts.  It  is  again  necessary 
to  call  attention  to  the  want  of  proper  receptacles  for  the  reception 
of  house  refuse.  The  old  tins,  baths  and  wooden  boxes  used  by 
many  households  are  quite  unfit  for  the  purpose.  The  receptacles 
should  be  made  of  galvanised  iron  with  closely  fitting  lids,  and  it 
would  be  for  the  good  of  the  community  if  the  Council  could  see 
their  way  to  provide  these  at  a nominal  cost.' 

Public  Convenience. — The  provision  of  this  very  necessary 
adjunct  to  the  town  was  authorised  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  after  due  enquiry  as  to  its  need.  A site  was  secured,  after 
much  discussion,  and  it  was  opened  in  September.  A four-stall 
Urinal  and  two  W.C’s  are  provided  at  a cost  of  £220.  It  will 
probably  become  necessary  to  provide  an  additional  convenience 
(Men’s  and  Ladies’)  nearer  the  bathing  machines,  as  this  part  is  much 
used  by  Summer  Visitors,  and  I understand  that  a site  near  the 
Coastguard  Boat  House  would  be  an  ideal  one. 


VII.  FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT. 

There  are  no  Factories  in  the  District  and  only  a few  Work- 
shops. Premises  which  come  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  have 
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been  inspected  and  no  faults  found.  The  Slaughter  Houses  and 
Bakehouses  were  periodically  inspected  during  the  year  and  were 
found  to  be  clean  and  well  kept. 

VIII.  MIDWIVES  ACT. 

There  is  one  registered  Midwife  in  the  District  and  I visit  her 
and  inspect  her  appliances  twice  a year.  At  each  visit  everything 
in  connection  with  her  duties  has  been  found  quite  satisfactory. 

IX.  HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT. 

During  the  year  several  inspections  have  been  made  by  the 
Surveyor  and  myself  of  dwellings  suspected  of  being  unsanitary. 
Where  defects  have  been  found  notices  have  been  served  on  the 
owners  requiring  their  rectification  and  this  has  always  been  done. 
In  one  case  the  premises  were  certified  to  be  unfit  for  habitation, 
and  were  accordingly  closed.  These  premises  which  are  situated 
in  the  High  Street  are  certainly  a disgrace  to  the  town,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  will  be  demolished  and  new  buildings  erected  in  their 
place. 

In  conclusion,  I think  it  will  be  evident  that  1910  was  a very 
healthy  year  in  your  District.  The  death-rate  was  extremely  low 
and  there  was  only  one  death  from  a Notifiable  Infectious  Disease. 
The  “Natural  Increase”  of  the  population,  i.e.^  the  preponderance 
of  births  over  deaths  numbered  24,  a substantial  increase  in  such 
a small  community. 

My  best  thanks  are  due  to  your  Surveyor,  Mr.  J.  B.  Holden, 
for  the  help  he  has  given  in  the  compilation  of  this  Report,  etc., 
and  our  thanks  are  due  to  the  other  servants  of  the  Council  who 
have  performed  their  duties  so  satisfactorily.
